The battalions which left G ettys­ 
burg last fall for An Atlantic Port 
and later sailed fi un there for France 
are now seeing active service. 
C as­ 
ualty lists are scanned closely every 
day in the fear that some of 
the 
buys who m ale friends here 
may 
have met with some misfortune d u r­ 
ing their active fighting in the front 
line. 
Only one death has been reported, 
so far as is known here. 
T h at was 
the killing of George A. Raifb, who 
fell in action. 
Raub was here last 
sum m er and went across with one of 
the first contingents. These battalions 
ha ! undergone intensive training here 
and got more of 
it on the other side. 
Then they were sent 
in for actual 
combat with the enemy. 
Letters 
received 
from

Over There tell of the battalions not 
being kept intact afte r their arrival 
in France. 
Some (rf the men were 
transferred to other regiments bu; 
the majority were kept as part rf the 
battalion attached to the - -th In ­ 
fantry which went across early last 
spring but with which the so-called 
“ Provisional Battalion” was identifi­ 
ed 
for

When news was received the last 
few days of the Americans being in

New York while others are at the 
base hospital at I ort McHenry, Ll »1- 
timore.

Fifty three Oldsmobile touring cars 
in tran sit from the factory in Lan­ 
sing, Mich., to Philadelphia and New 
York City wh.ch pa-se I through here 
Sunday morning were

whether they be allied or German— 
they 'will be preceded by the greatest 
and costliest artillery preparation the 
world has yet seen. 
During every day of these prelimi­ 
nary artillery battles millions of dol­ 
lars af the world’s wealth will dis­ 
appear in smoke, gas, explosions and 
iron fragments. 
The battles will make the culminat­ 
ing point in the 
concentration and 
power of artillery. 
Since the first 
months of Gip war demonstrated that 
the decision must rest largely with 
heavy artillery, the Allies have been 
carrying out a steady program of in­ 
crease that has not reached its fullest 
development. 
The Allies will enter the 1918 cam­ 
paign with the highest concentration 
of artillery that 
it is 
practical 
to 
utilize. 
Germany’s Artillery 


While it is 
doubtful if Germany 
has been able tx) keep up with the 
allied heavy artillery campaign, 
yet 
owing to the practical elimination of 
Russia, she will have at her disposal 
as great a concentration of artillery 
as it is possible to use. 
Military expediency makes it im­ 
possible to 
give a precise 
idea of 
what each day of the 1918 artillery 
preparations are 
going 
to cost. 
A 
few general figures can 
be given, 
however, th at will enable one to a r­ 
rive at some idea of the Titanic con­ 
tests of material and wealth that are 
about to open. 


It has been demonstrated that 
to 
destroy an enemy battery five or six 
miles behind the lines a 155-millime­ 
ter gun must fire no 
less than 800 
shots. 
One 155-shell costs about $45. 
In other words, it costs about $36,000 
to silence a single enemy battery. 
600 Batteries on a Front 


In past offensives it has been noth­ 
ing uncommon for 
the Germans 
to 
concentrate 600 batteries on a 16-mile 
front. This means $21,600,000 for this 
one item alone on a front of that size. 
But it is not impossible th a t ac­ 
tions may occur this spring on fronts 
of 160 miles, which would increase 
this one item to more than $216,000,- 
000. 


Another task af the artillery is to 
cut away the enemy’* 
barbed-wire 
entanglements. At a distance of two or 
three miles 1000 shell Of i onf a 75-mf.lli- 
meter battery are necessary 
to cut 
a breach of ‘25 yards in the wire. In a 
huge offensive such as may be ex­ 
pected this year wires must be de­ 
stroyed on fronts of IOO or 150 miles. 
Barrage fires are also terrible shell- 
eaters. Thousands of shells are con­ 
sumed in a minute in this way. And 
some times the barrages must last 
for hours. Shells will largely win the 
war this year. The Allies are already 
assured of a superiority. But an ever
